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OPEN SEASON ZONES 
FOR FUR-BEARING ANIMALS 
For the purpose of ensuring that fur-bearing animals 
are adequately prime when harvested, the Province 
of Ontario is divided into the following parts (see 
also map on pages 8 and 9):

PLEASE NOTE 


There is no limit on the number of black bear that may 
be taken under authority of a trapping licence in the area 
specified in the licence. 


The setting of quotas is licence specific. Depending on 
local conditions, quotas may be set at the time a licence 
is issued for any fur-bearing animal. 


All fur-bearing animals, except muskrat, must be sealed 
or stamped by a Ministry Officer before being sold by 
the trapper. 
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SUMMARY OF REGULATIONS 


You are respectfully requested to note that it is contrary 
to The Game and Fish Act and Regulations: 


1. To obstruct, hinder, delay or interfere with an of- 
ficer in the discharge of his duty. 


2. To refuse to produce and show any licence to an of- 
ficer when requested to do so. 


3. Totrap fur-bearing animals except under the auth- 
ority of a licence. 


4. Toholda licence to trap fur-bearing animals unless 
you are a resident. 


9. To hold in any one open season more than one trap- 
per’s licence. 


6. To trap fur-bearing animals under the authority of 
a trapper’s licence, on Crown lands included in any 
trap-line area for which another trapper’s licence 
has been issued. 


7. To trap or possess or attempt to trap any fur-bear- 
ing animals within the limits of a Provincial Park 
or a Crown Game Preserve, except as provided by 
regulation. 


8. (a) To trap fur-bearing animals in excess of the 
quotas specified on the licence. 


(b) To trap less than 75 percent of the quota of 


each species of fur-bearing animal fixed by 
the licence.

To trap fur-bearing animals on lands other than 
those designated on the licence. 


(a) To buy, sell or deal in the pelts of fur-bearing 
animals, except under the authority of a 
licence. 


(b) To sell, trade or barter the pelts of fur-bear- 
ing animals, or to be concerned therein, ex- 
cept to or with a person licensed therefor. 


To tan, dress or treat fur-bearing animals or their 
pelts except under the authority of a licence. 


To sell meat of muskrat, beaver, raccoon or bear 
which has been lawfully taken except under the 
authority of a licence. (Note: A licence to hunt or trap 
fur-bearing animals is authority to sell meat of 
muskrat, beaver and raccoon taken under authority 
of that licence. Bear meat may only be sold under 
authority of a licence in Form 17.) 

To hunt or trap except with the written authority 
of the Minister, 


(a) a fur-bearing animal in the wild state for the 
purpose of transfer to a fur farm as defined in 
The Fur Farms Act, or a scientific or educa- 
tional institution; or 
(b) a live fur-bearing animal for the purpose of 
sale, purchase or barter. 
To keep live game or a wolf in captivity for more 
than ten days except under the authority of a 
licence. 
(Note: Not applicable to a zoo operated by a mun- 
icipality nor when retained in a public institution 
for scientific or educational purposes). 
To trap fur-bearing animals unless at that time 
the trapper has a licence on his person.

For a person to buy, sell, possess or deal in the pelt 
of any fur-bearing animal unless at the time he has 
his fur-dealer’s licence on his person. 


To buy, sell, exchange, transfer or assign any 
right, interest or privilege granted or conferred 
under any licence. 


. To sell the pelt of any fur-bearing animal, except 


muskrat, unless it has been sealed or stamped by an 
officer. 


To be party to having or attempting to have sealed 
or stamped by an officer the pelt of any fur-bearing 
animal, when such pelt was not taken under the 
authority of the licence presented with the pelt to 
the officer. 


For the licensed fur-dealer to have in his possession 


the unsealed or unstamped pelt of any fur-bearing 
animal, except muskrat. 


(Note: Sealing is not applicable to the pelt of any 
animal bred on a licensed fur farm). 


To allow the pelt of any fur-bearing animal to be 
destroyed or spoiled. 


(a) To have in possession the unsealed pelt of any 


fur-bearing animal, taken in Ontario, during the > 


closed season except under the authority of a 
holding licence. . 


(b) To have the pelts of fur-bearing animals, 
taken outside of Ontario, in possession during 
the closed season except under the authority 
of a holding licence to be applied for within 
forty-eight hours after receipt of pelts.

treated, any fur-bearing animal or the pelt, without a 
licence authorizing such exportation or processing, 
and without payment of royalty. 


(Note: Royalty is not payable on: 


(i) the pelts of any animal bred on licensed fur farm; 
or 
(ii) Pelts imported into Ontario; 


when proof of origin is produced when applying for 
licence to export.) 


To use receptacles for the transportation of pelts 
of fur-bearing animals by hand or otherwise un- 
less there is plainly marked on the outside a list 
and description of the contents and the name and 
address of the consignee and consignor. 


To use poison to take or kill or attempt to take or 
kill any fur-bearing animal, except as provided in 
the regulations. 


26. To use suspended snares on land for any purpose in: 


(a) the counties Brant, Bruce, Dufferin, Dundas, 
Elgin, Essex, Frontenac, (except the townships of 
Barrie, Bedford, Clarendon and Miller, Hinchin-

(b) to discharge a fire-arm from or across the 
travelled portion of a highway, road, street, 
avenue, parkway, driveway, square, place, 
bridge, viaduct or trestle, used or intended 
for use by the public for the passage of vehi- 
cles in any part of Ontario not designated in 
the regulations. 


To have a loaded fire-arm in or on, or discharge a 
fire-arm from, an aircraft, motor-car or other 
vehicle. 


For a non-resident to hold a trapper’s licence he 
must have resided in this Province for seven (7) 
months of the previous twelve (12) months. 


(Note: Non-resident means a person who has 
not actually resided in Ontario for a period of at 
least seven (7) months during a twelve (12) 
month period immediately preceding the licence 
issuance). 


It is illegal for any person to use body gripping 
traps except licenced trappers and farmers on their 
property. However, any person may use neck 
snares under the authority of an appropriate licence 
for purposes of snaring rabbits made of 22 to 24 
gauge copper or brass wire loop no bigger than 10 
centimeters in diameter. 


Note: Body gripping traps are leg-holding traps, 
Conibears, snares or any similar traps, except the 
common box live-traps.

CODE OF CONDUCT FOR TRAPPERS 


. Land sets should be inspected daily. 
. Raccoon, marten and fisher should be trapped only with conibear 


traps. 


. Sliding locks should be used with all water or shore sets, heavy 


weights attached directly to traps set on shore should not be used as 
drowning devices. 


. A modified conibear trap with the frames bent inward to ensure 


tighter closure should be used in trapping. 


. A very short trap chain should be used with leghold traps set on 


land to catch lynx, foxes, wolves and coyotes. 


. Traps should not be set where cats and dogs or other unwanted 


animals may get caught. 


. The landowner’s permission should be obtained before trapping on 


private land. 


. Feeding stations for birds and other animals should be maintained 


on your trapline. 


. Muskrats from over-populated marshes and beaver from ponds with 


inadequate food supplies should be trapped heavily. 


. Each trapper should assist farmers, cottagers and other landowners 


within his area who have problems with nuisance animals. 


. Diseased animals should be reported or submitted to the Ministry of 


Natural Resources promptly. 


. The meat from beaver, muskrat, raccoon and lynx can be eaten. 


Careasses not used for human consumption or bait should be fed to 
birds or other wild animals. 


. Your provincial and local trapper’s councils deserve your support.

Trappers should teach their sons or other interested young people 
to trap, care for pelts and how to take care of themselves outdoors. 


Black bear should be trapped only with foot snares. 
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
